London, .Tan. 16. — Gen. IJiiller’s lat- 
est authentic word as to what he and 
his .'10,000 men are doing' was wired 
from Springfield after his first for- 
ward step. Striving to think out the 
unknown, London is confused hy sur- 
nii.se and minor and di.sqnieted by sns- 
jicnse. Spenser Wilkinson, the lucid 
military cxjmtI of the Morning Dost, 
as.‘icrts that the Boer force in north- 
ern Natal is larger than Gen. lUiller's 
and Sir George White’s together, so 
that the Boers are able to leave a 
force around Ladysmith larger than 
that within the town, and yet to op- 
]>ose Gen. I’niler with a force superior 
to his own 

Reports from the lioer camps afiirm 
that the circle of investment has been 
tlrawn clo.scr by the occupation of 
some hills nearer the town, thus lib- 
erating rc-enforcements to oppose 
Gen. llnllcr. 

The yeomanry recruiters arc dis- 
turbed by the fact that they arc able 
to gel only one and one-half compa- 
nies onl of upward of 1,000 appli«‘ants 
in the metropolitan distri<*t. .Ml the 
other applicants fall short of the re- 
quirements. One thousand would be 
regarded as a very small number, even 
were all accepted. 

The provinces arc doing better, al- 
though to raise 10,000 appears far 
from the easy matter it did a fort- 
night ago. 

Among the minor perplexities of 
the war oflii.M* is a strike among the 
military tailors, which causes delay in 
nniforuiiiig the leeniits. 

.\n interesting item of news is that 
.3'K) Boer.s, escorting a party of rc‘aji- 
ers. Iiave snei-essfidly garnered all 
the crops within two miles of the 
colonial eainji at Bird’s river, tho 
British force lieing too weak to inter- 
fere. 

TiOndon, .Tan. 16, — The Standard 
gives prominence to the following dis- 
patch, dated .Saturday, January 13, 
from Durban: 

“.\ man who has Just arrived here 
from Springfield says that a British 
eolnmn proceeding to the relief of 
Ladysmith, has crossed the Little Tu- 
gela. When he left it was facing the 
Boer position on the Big Tngela and 
a Ilowit/er was shelling the Boer 
trenches. 

“He says also that 270 wagons laden 
with eommissiriat store for Laily- 
smith had left Frere and it was ex- 
])eeted that the column would join 
hands with Gen. White Mondaj' even- 
ing, The traction engines have been 
doing excellent work in hauling heavy 
wagons out of holes and swainjis. 
This they aecom])lish with the great- 
est ease. 

“British patrols have discovered par- 
ties of Boers in the direction of En- 
iienidale, between Frere and Est- 
. court.’’ 

Lcnidon, Jan. 16. — The corresiiond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph at I’ieter- 
niarit/.bnrg, telegrajihing Thursday, 
January 11. says: “The gallantry of 

the l,a<lysmith garrison last Saturday 
appears to have ileprea.sed if not ac- 
tnully demorali/ed the Boers general- 
ly. It is believed that they lost at 
least two if not three killed as against 
our one. 

“Many Boers are lielieved to be 
trekking northwanl. The magistrate 
at Nipitn, Zninland, telegraphs that 
scouts report having seen many Boer 
families with wagons jiroceeiling 
north via Zninland, while a European 
who formerly resided at Dundee de- 
clares that after the rejiulse at Lady- 
smith a number of Boer women load- 
ed with dead and wounded passed 
through that mining township, and 
that the Boers burned some of the 
public bniUlings as they departed. 
Five days have passed since then.’’ 

Boer Headquarters, Outside Lady- 
smith, Jan. 9.— The Boers occupying 
the southern edges of Bester’s Koj» 
were driven out by the British Satur- 
day. Gommandant Xel, on the west 
of the town, and the B”eloria com- 
mando, on the north, have taken the 
kopje coniinanding Caesar’s Camp, 
from which they maintain a continu- 
ous sniping of the British. The Pre- 
toria commando lost six men killed 
and six wounded in attempting to 
storm the fori. 

Cape Town, Jan. 15. — There is good 
reason to believe that the statement 
that Sir Charles IVarren with 11,000 
men has gone toward VVeeneu is cor- 
rect, and we may cxi>cet important 
news shortly. 

Reports have been received here 
that dy.sentery is very rife in Lady- 
smith. 

London, Jan. 16. — The correspond- 
ent of the Times at Lonrenzo Mar- 
ques, telegraphing last Saturday, 
says: “The Free State has now called 

out every available man, including the 
leading merchants, who exiiecleU 
to enjoy immunity,” 



ANNUAL REPORT. 

Interstate C'oiiiineree Comiiiission Makes 
a Strung Plea to C'ongress to Up- 
hold Their Hands. 

Washington, Jan. 16. — Th< inter- 
state commerce commission Monday 
made public its thirteeenth report. 
'The feature of the report is the 
strong plea made that congress up- 
holds the hands of the commission by 
amendments making the interstate 
coinnierce law more eflfeetive. 'The 
report says the commission a year 
ago called attention to the fact that 
in vital resjiects the present law has 
proved defective and inadequate, and 
that until further legislation is pro- 
vided the best cflforts at regulation 
must be feeble aud di.sappointing. 
The requests of the commission for 
needful amendments have been su|>- 
ported by jietitions and memorials 
from agricultural, manufacturing and 
commercial interests throughout the 
year, yet, says the report, not a line 
of the statute has been changed and 
none of the burdensome conditions 
which call f«r relief has been re- 
moved or mo^i^icd. The existing sit- 
uation and the developments of the 
past year, it is added, render more 
imperative than ever before the neces- 
sity for s|>eedy and suitable legisla- 
tion. Nine-tent lis of the people know 
that any railroad company can charge 
for its service whatever it pleases and 
as much as it pleases, without any 
real power in this coinmi.ssion or any 
other tribunal or court to limit the 
nmouiit of such charge for the future 
when eom|)laint is made by an ag- 
grieved shipiicr, and they are sub- 
stantially of one mind in desiring 
(bat ibis and other defects in the 
statute bo promjitly remedied. Ship- 
pers generally also have been prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of a sin- 
gle cla.ssification of freights, one that 
will bo nniforin for all roads and all 
sections of the country, and reason- 
ably stable when established. 

'Phis general juiblic dissatisfaction 
lias been frcipienlly cxpre.ssed in reso- 
lutions of various national organi/.a- 
lions, and at a eonforenec in Chicago 
last November, attended by represen- 
tatives from a number of national as- 
sociations of mannfaeturers, mer- 
chants and others, a bill embracing 
the more important amendments rec- 
ommended by the commission was ap- 
pro^ed, as the meausre which would 
best meet the requirements of busi- 
ness and eoinmereial interests. This 
bill. Senator Cullom has introduced, 
ami the report signifieantlj' suggests 
whether «*ontiniied failure to perfect 
the regulating statute on reasonable 
lines will not soon result in an ir- 
repressible demand for almost radical 
and drastic, legislation. 

Continuing it adds: “It is a matter 

of common knowledge that vast 
schemes of railway control are now 
in process of consummation and that 
the competition of rival lines is to be 
restrained by these combinations. 
While this movement has not yet 
found full expression in the actual 
consolidation of railroad corporations 
enough has transpired to disclose a 
unification of financial interests which 
will dominate the management and 
harmonize the operations of lines 
heretofore indejiendent and competi- 
tive. This is to-day the most notice- 
able and important feature of the 
railway situation. If the plans al- 
ready foreshadowed are brought to 
effective results, and others of simi- 
lar scope are carried to execution, 
there will be a vast centralization of 
railroad properties, with all the pow- 
er involved in such far-reaching com- 
binations, yet uncontrolled by any 
public authority which can be effect- 
ually exerted. The restraints of coin- 
|)etilion upon excessive and unjust 
rates will in this way be avoided, and 
whatever evils may result will be rem- 
ediless under existing laws.’’ 

'J'he increase in railroad business 
the past year has been so great, the 
report say.s, that many carriers found 
their equipment inadequate for the 
service required. Revenues increased 
greatly, while railway failures fell 
off. The rush of business “contrib- 
uted to the improved observance of 
published rates and diminished the 
frequency of those practices which 
are made criminal misdemeanors by 
the statute. 

Reference is made to the several 
conferences had with high railway of- 
ficials early in the year with a view 
to gaining from each promises to 
maintain their pnhli.shed rates and to 
the good effect of these conferences 
in cheeking the rate demoralization 
then prevailing. It is denied that the 
eonferenees sought to secure agree- 
ments to maiutuin rates, their only 
purpose being to secure good faith in 
observance of published tariffs. 

Germany Friendly Toward Ua. 

Washington, .Tan. 16, — According to 
Consul General Mason, at Berlin, much 
friendly feeling is developing in Ger- 
many toward the United States which 
gives promise of resulting in tlv^ 
abatement of some of the harsh re- 
strictions upon American trade that 
ha\c I'.een the source of bitter com'- 
jilaint 'ey our exporters. Mr. Mason 
attributes this feeling to the suecess- 
fli'-ontcome of the Bhiladelphia eom- 
rneteial exposition, upon which he 
bases an admiraoie report to the state 
icpi", rt men t. 



THE BUBONIC PLAGUE. 

Nine CaAeK at Houolnlii, Making Twenty- 

Two in AIl«*The DiNcaae Makeii ltd 
Appearance in Brazil. 

Honolulu, Jan. 8, via Snn Francisco, 
Jan. 16. — Since the 1st instant nine 
eases of plague have developed, mak- 
ing 22 ea.ses to date. The board of 
health has adopted heroic measiire.s 
and it is believed that the work now 
in progress will stamp out the scourge 
in a short time. 

Thus far but ofie European has been 
attacked. This ease was that of Ethel 
Johnson, a Norwegian girl, aged 14 
years. The other 21 cases are divided 
as follows: Chinese, 15; Japanese, 2; 

liawuiinns. .3; South Sea Islander, 1. 

The following resolution was adopt- 
ed by the board of health: 

“It is the sense of this meeting that 
it is a sound policy to remove to <piar- 
antine as rapidly as possible the resi- 
dents of the Chinatown ilistrict and to 
take any and every step without limit 
neees.sary to stamp out the plague, 
iii;*luding the destruction of buildings 
and other property.’’ 

In accordance with the foregoing, 
Chinatown is being rapidly burned 
out. Within a week a majority of the 
residents of the plague spot will be 
removed to new and cleaner ipiartcrs 
on the outskirts of the city. Thirty- 
one small buildings are being erected 
by the government, The.se structures 
will accommodate about 3,(M)0 per- 
sons. 

On the 3d inst, the board of licallh 
declared the entire judicial district of 
Honolulu under quarantine. All )»<*r- 
sons arc forbidden to leave the dis- 
trict without permission of the board 
of health. All persons outside of the 
district arc forbidden to harbor any 
person coming from the district with- 
out Ihc permission of the board of 
health, 'i'lic council of state has ap- 
propriated $273,000 with whieii to 
fight the plague and place the city in 
« projier sanitary condition. 

Some of the captains of the sailing 
vessels leaving here for the coast are 
relaxing from the strictness of Ihe 
rule of taking no pas.sengers from 
Honolulu, and there is now some 
chance for people to go away, if they 
are willing to go on sailing vessels. 

The schooner Columbia, which 
leaves here next week, is taking |>as- 
sengers. She goes to Port 'rownsend. 

The bubonic plague appears to be 
spreading in .Tapan, as shown by ad- 
vices up to December 30. reeeiveil this 
morning via steamship China. .\t 'I’ai- 
hokn four fresh cases and one death 
were reported on the 24t.h, and on the 
following day there were four deaths 
and two new eases. Up to the 26th 
there had been 15 cases at Osuki aud 
22 in Kobe. 

Rio .Janeiro, Jan. 16. — The bubonic 
plague is officially declared to be only 
sporadic in this city. Hitherto there 
have been 22 cases at Santos, 15 at 
Sao Paulo and three or four at Rio 
•Tanejro, Energetic measures have 
been taken in other ports of Brazil 
to prevent outbreaks, of the plague. 
At the cities mentioned the fixleral 
government has undertaken sanitary 
j measures. All vessels are disinfected. 

DEFICIENCY BILL. 

An Appropriation of Over Fifty-Six 
Million Dollara ia Aaked for 
Immediate Uae. 

Washington, Jan. 16. — The urgeui 
deficiency ajipropriation bill, the first 
of the imjiortant supply bills for the 
government reported to the house by 
Chairman Cannon, carries $56,127,841, 
of which $47,502,332 is re-appropria- 
tions for the military and naval estab- 
lishments and $!s,525,.»09 direct appro- 
priations. 

The more important direct appro- 
priations are: Treasury department, 

$2,060,624; war department, $190,617; 
naval establishment, $2,7.)0,000; pos- 
tal service, $290,527; Baris exjiosition, 
$169,50t); printing and binding, $270,- 
000; judgments Indian dejiredation 
claims, $242,112; judgment, court of 
claims, .$2,123,925. 

For transporting Spaniards home 
from the Philippines $750,000 is appro- 
priated. 

Motive for the Crime. 

Ncav Y’ork, .Jan. 16, — In the trial of 
Roland B. Molineux for the murder of 
Mrs. Katherine J. Adams, the prosecu- 
tion introduced testimony to show :> 
motive for the poisoning of Henry C. 
Barnet by ^loilnenx. While Molineux 
is not on trial for the murder of Bur- 
net, it is exceedingly important for 
the ]>roseeution to connect Molineux 
with Barnet’s death, as showing Moli- 
nenx’s character, his letter-writing 
habits, his alleged use of cyanide of 
mercury to kill those whom he hated. 
The testimony reflected severely on 
the good name of Mrs. Molineux, but 
her husband listened unmoved. 

Not Ii>’man J. GaKe’a t'onain. 

Toledo, ,Ian. .16. — Lyman .1. Gage, 
secretary of the trear.ury, has sent $10 
to help defray the fincral expen.ses of 
Weaden \V^. Gage, who died here pen- 
niless last week, and who claimed to 
lie a first cousin of the cabinet officer. 
Gorrcspondence revealed that the 
claimed relationship did not exist, 
but Secretary Gage sent a contribu- 
tion, “on acount of the aimilari >y of 
names.” 
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Washingrton, Jan. Senat»'-The sen- 
tte discussed, without action, the United 
States toward the Philippines. Th< raca 
oroblem was then discussed on the Pritch- 
ard resolution, Introduced to prevent a 
repetition of the Hayes-Tilden contro- 
versy. Among bills introduced were grant- 
ing tra\el pay and commutation rations 
to volunteer soldiers who served in the 
Phlllpplnts. and were transported to the 
United States before being mustered out 
by the g*>vernment, Just as if they had 
been aiustered out in the archipelago; 
for the retirement of officers of the army 
who .served in the civil war at one grade 
higher in rank than that actually held, 
provided they be retired for disability; to 
establish postal savings depar:ments; In- 
creasing the duty on Imports brought in- 
to the United States from contiguous 
countries in other than .\merlean ships.
